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ST. LAWRENCE SEAWAY OFFERS OPPORTUNITIES 
FOR U.K. ENGINEERING AND CAPITAL GOODS 


By a United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Toronto 


HE ST. LAWRENCE Seaway and Power projects should 
offer tremendous opportunities to United Kingdom manu- 
facturers for the supply of engineering and capital goods. 
Apart from contracts for the actual work of dredging and excavating 
the seaway and for the construction of the hydro-electric power 
stations, orders for considerable quantities of plant, machinery and 
equipment will need to be placed for many requirements includ- 
ing :— 
Constructional equipment-—dredgers, excavators, contractors’ 
plant, steel, cement, ete. 
Docks, harbours and locks—loaders and unloaders, conveyors, 
cranes, storage plant, etc. 
Hydro-electric machinery—generators, transformers, recti- 
fiers, switchgear, sluice gates, cables, etc. 
The Board of Trade hope to keep industry informed of all 
developments through the Special Register-Information Service. 
The St. Lawrence Seaway scheme has been under discussion 
for very many years on the basis of joint participation by the United 
States and Canada, but so far it has not proved possible to overcome 
the opposition of certain American interests, and to obtain the 
approval of the United States Congress for the joint construction 
of the full combined seaway and power project. While the con- 
struction of the Seaway still lies in the future, though perhaps 
the immediate future, much work towards it has already been done 
by both Canada and the United States, acting independently. 
For example, in order to overcome the great difference between 
the levels of Lake Ontario and Lake Erie, Canada has already 
constructed the Welland Ship Canal, by-passing the Niagara Falls. 


The United States, for her part, has already constructed the 
Macarthur Lock between Lakes Superior and Huron, and deepened 
the channels between Lakes Superior and Erie, though not to a 
depth of 27 feet. 


The General Scheme 


The project now involves the construction of locks and canals 
to by-pass the rapids in the St. Lawrence River, and the deepening 
of parts of the rivers between the Great Lakes, to provide a channel 
at least 27 ft. in depth, navigable throughout for ocean-going ships 
from Belle Island on the Atlantic Coast, to Duluth at the Western- 
most end of the Lakes, some 2,600 miles into the heart of the North 
American Continent. At the same time, the hydro-electric power 
available from the steady flow of the mighty St. Lawrence River 
would be developed by the construction of dams and power houses 
in the St. Lawrence River—1,200,000 h.p. in the Lachine Section 
at Montreal ; 2,000,000 h.p. at Beauharnois some 20 miles upstream 
(more than 50 per cent. of this power has already been developed) ; 
and 2,200,000 h.p. in the International Rapids Section situated 
between Ontario and New York State. Thus the project when 
completed will mean the harnessing of nearly 34 million additional 
units of horse power. 

Diagram 1 accompanying this article gives a water level profile 
of the route from Montreal to the Head of the Lakes, 

After many years of study an International Board of Engineers 
unanimously agreed that the best and most economical method of 
carrying out these power and navigation projects would be for them 
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to be constructed simultaneously. What is known as the Controlled 
Single Stage Project was finally recommended as the best means for 
their construction. 


Political Situation 


There must be international co-operation for the development of 
the 47 miles of rough water in the International Rapids Section. 
Neither hydro-electric power, nor improved navigation can be 
achieved unless the water levels in this Section are altered. This 
alteration requires agreement between the United States and Canada, 
and the St. Lawrence scheme could be blocked indefinitely in the 
absence of accord between the two countries. This accord could 
take the form of a formal agreement to develop the whole scheme 
together or, alternatively, consent by both parties to an international 
power development, Canada being left to construct the navigational 
canals within her own territory. 

For the joint development of this scheme by Canada and the 
United States in partnership, the 1941 agreement would have to be 
ratified by the United States Congress. Certain powerful American 
interests, such as railways, East Coast ports and public utilities, are 
opposed to this project and have so far managed to exert sufficient 
pressure to block the efforts of the Administration to obtain approval 
in Congress. 

If an all-Canadian seaway is to be constructed, there must also be 
an international development of power. The two projects must go 
hand in hand. If United States participation in the power development

scheme is to be implemented by any agency other than a Federal one 
(e.g., by New York State), no Congressional approval will be required. 
Executive sanction is, however, necessary, and has already been 
obtained. It is now the intention that the appropriate United States 
and Canadian authorities shall submit an application to the Inter- 
national Joint Commission for approval of the power development 
plans, such Commission having powers of decision over matters 
affecting the control and diversion of International Boundary waters. 
Hearings will still be required, however, with all the consequent 
opportunities for interested parties to present their many conflicting 
views. 


Canada May Build Alone 


Following an investigation in the spring of 1951 by the Public 
Works Committee of the House of Representatives, the project, 
although not actually rejected, was shelved. This gave rise to con- 
siderable restiveness in Canada, and after a visit to Washington 
by Mr. St. Laurent, Canadian Prime Minister, in September 1951, 
Mr. Truman, as President of the United States, declared that he would 
support an all-Canadian combined seaway and international power 
development scheme if it did not prove possible to obtain ratification 
of the 1941 Agreement for joint international participation in both. 
Accordingly, a Statute was enacted by the Canadian Parliament in 
December 1951, providing for the setting up of a Federal agency 
to carry out the navigation works forming part of the joint power 
and navigation project. Another Statute has also been enacted 
providing for the construction by the Province of Ontario, in co- 
operation with the appropriate body in the United States (probably 
the Power Authority of the State of New York) of the power develop- 
ment in the International Rapids Section of the St. Lawrence River. 

Meanwhile the United States Senate has voted in favour of the 
return of the Seaway Bill to Committee, which is tantamount to 
postponing the issue until the next session of Congress. It now seems 
likely, therefore, that Canada will construct the Seaway alone, if 
agreement can be reached for international co-operation on the 
power project. 


Transportation 


From the transportation standpoint, provision of this 27 ft. deep 
Navigation channel wil! facilitate cheap and easy movement by large 
ships of the rich iron ore deposits now being developed in Quebec and 
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Labrador. Ore will be brought down from the mines by rail to Seven 
Islands on the St. Lawrence, where ships will be able to load and carry 
their cargoes direct to the American and Canadian steel mills situated 
along the shores of the Great Lakes right up to Duluth. First ship- 
ments of ore are planned to take place in 1954, and ultimately some 
twenty million tons per year will be transported. The fact that the 
high-grade iron ore deposits of the Mesabi Range in the United States 
have passed the peak of production and are now tailing off in the face 
of constantly increasing demand makes the development of these new 
deposits in Ungava of vital importance to the huge American steel 
industry which has grown up along the shores of these inland waters. 
The capacity of the existing canals and locks is not great enough to 
allow free movement of the total number of small ships that would be 
required for this purpose in addition to the general freight carriers.

The completion last year of an oil pipeline from the Alberta oilfields 
to Superior, Wisconsin, now provides convenient loading facilities 
for large tankers which, once the Seaway has been built, could carry 
Canadian oil to the refineries. 

The provision of a 27 ft. deep navigable channel will also allow 
large lake freighters to carry, more cheaply, the grain, agricultural and 
other products of the Prairies to and from their markets in Eastern 
Canada, and to the trans-shipment points for ocean-going freighters. 
The Maritime and Eastern Canadian Provinces will also benefit from 
the low-cost water-borne transportation of their timber, » 
minerals and agricultural products, etc., into the heart of the North 
American Continent. 


Diagram 2 provides a plan of the Great Lakes system and of the 
St. Lawrence River above the City of Quebec. The 1,000 miles of

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river below Quebec to the sea has already been dredged to a minimum 
depth of 35 ft. and is navigable, during the open water season, to 
ocean-going ships 

The prevalent opinion at this juncture is that the primary effect of 
the provision of this Seaway would be merely to alter the system of 
trans-shipment between lake and ocean vessels without abolishing it. 
‘The theory is that most ocean freighters would not find it their most 
profitable activity to make the long and intricate voyage through the 
canals and locks to the Upper Lakes. ‘The type of lake carrier which 
has been evolved for use on these inland waters is the more efficient 
for this purpose. It now seems doubtful if Montreal will be disas- 
trously by-passed by shipping. Even a substantial volume of deep 
water tonnage going past Montreal would not be injurious, since the 
development of more prosperous communities inland would be of 
indirect benefit to the Metropolis. 
Power 

One of the most important influences in support of the project is 
the rapid growth and industrialization of the Province of Ontario. 
‘This is proceeding on such a scale that the Ontario Hydro-Electric 
Commission will be forced to develop all available hydro-electric 
resources if it is to continue to be able to supply abundant cheap 
electric power. ‘The net cost of alternative steam generation on a 
large scale is almost three umes as much as the cost of generation of 
electricity from the relatively steady flow of water in the St. Lawrence 
River, which is the last remaining source of hydro-electric power 
available in Southern Ontario 

The power authorities of the State of New York are also in urgent 
need of additional cheap electric power, and are anxious to co-operate 
with the Ontario Hydro in the early development of the American 
share of the water power available in the International Rapids Section 
of the river 


Defence 


More recently, provision of the deep-water Seaway has assumed 
importance as a defence measure. War-time shipbuilding and repair 
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could be carried out over a thousand miles from the sea in relatively 
safe areas. In February 1951 the Canadian-United States Permanent 
Joint Board on Defence recorded the opinion that they were more 
impressed than ever with its necessity for the defence of the Northern 
half of the Continent, and cxpressed the view that the contribution 
the combined seaway and power project would make to the military 
potential of the North American Continent would far out-weigh the 
mitial expenditure in manpower, money and materials. Much of 
these materials would be required in any event, because alternative 
sources of electric power will have to be provided. It was also 
considered important that an alternative inland water transportation 
system should be made available to supplement the existing vulnerable 
railroad and sea transport systems. 


Cost 


If the scheme were to be carried out under joint partnership between 
Canada and the United States as was visualized in the 1941 Agreement, 
the cost to Canada would be about $220 million, and to the United 
States about $484 million®*. The smaller Canadian share is partly due 
to the fact that Canada has already expended some $132 million on the 
Welland Ship Canal, while corresponding expenditure by the United 
States has so far totalled only about $32 million. If the Seaway 
project is carried out by Canada alone, the improvements to navigation 
in the channels between the Upper Lakes would not be her respon- 
sibility, and would not be undertaken by her, thus saving about $90 
million. Set against this, however, would be the extra cost, estimated 
at about $35 million of routing the navigation channels on the Canadian 
rather than the American side of the river in the International Rapids 
Section. The total cost to Canada chargeable to navigation would 
thus be about $250 million, 


Financing of construction through the issue of Bonds would reduce 
the initial Treasury outlay to payments of interest charges. Upon 


*T he cost figures quoted in this section are all at December 1950 prices. 
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completion of the scheme, money would begin to flow in from the 
collection of tolls, from which it is expected that the cost of the 
project would eventually be liquidated. 


Under joint partnership, the Canadian share of the whole project 
would require some 74,000 tons of reinforcing and structural steel ; 
some 4 million barrels of cement ; and about 118 million man-hours 
of direct labour. Based on a 6-year joint construction programme for 
the International Rapids and Lachine Sections, and 4 years for the 
Soulanges Section, it is estimated that the total annual steel require- 
ment for Canada’s share would be a little more than 2 per cent. of her 
total annual consumption : the annual requirement of cement would 
be about 4 per cent. of total annual consumption. 


For an all-Canadian scheme these figures would be about 158,000 
tons, or 3 per cent. for steel, and about 7} million barrels, or 5 per 
cent. for cement. No doubts need be entertained, therefore, about 
Canada’s ability to carry out the whole of the Seaway project and her 
part of the power scheme. 


The need for power in Ontario to meet the great industrial expan- 
sion of this Province is urgent. Great interest has been aroused in the 
power potential of the International Rapids Section of the St. Law- 
rence, and an application to the International Joint Commission for 
permission to develop it is on the point of being made. 


Navigation Standards 


It has always been recognized by the various Boards of Engineers 
appointed to examine the project that the interests of navigation on the 
St. Lawrence are paramount. Various plans have been recommended 
from time to time, but this principle has always been upheld and the 
standards recommended for the proposed navigational improvements 
conform with those of the existing Welland Ship Canal and Lock 
System. Channels will have a minimum depth of 27 ft., and will 
not be less than 200 ft. wide on the bottom when flanked by «mbank- 
ments on both sides ; greater widths will be provided when flanked 
on one side only or when both sides of the channel are submerged. On 
bends, the minimum radius of curvature of the channels will be 
5,000 ft. All locks will have a minimum width of 80 ft. and length 
of 859 ft., with 30 ft. depth on the sills. All bridges will provide a 
minimum vertical clearance of 120 ft.

Main Construction Sections 


The following are the main items associated with the building of the 

complete combined project :— 

1. Constraction in the Lachine Section of a dam, dykes and side 
canals with locks, etc., and later a power house of total installed 
capacity of 1,200,000 h.p. 

. Construction in the Soulanges Section of locks and navigation 
facilities on the existing Beauharnois Power Canal, and dredging 
to a depth of 27 ft. of some shoals in Lake St. Francis. 

. Construction in the International Rapids Section of two dams, 
side canals, three locks and a power house of total installed 
capacity of 2,200,000 h.p. and some channel excavation. 

. Deepening by dredging of a few parts of the Welland Ship 
Canal. 

. Dredging and excavation of certain reaches between Lakes 
Superior, Michigan and Erie. 


Lachine Section (Diagram 3) 


The total drop from the average water level of Lake St. Louis 
down to the level at Montreal Harbour is 49 ft. over some 24 miles. 
At present, the rapids in the river are by-passed by the 8} miles long 
Lachine Canal which has a maximum depth of only 14 ft. 

One of the most likely combined navigation and power schemes for 
the improvement of this Section, which was selected by the 1947 
Board of Engineers, is based on the assumption that the railway now 
using Victoria Bridge will be diverted through a tunnel to be constructed 
under the St. Lawrence River at Montreal, so releasing the Victoria 
Bridge for vehicular traffic only. With the railroad so removed, it 
will be possible to raise the levels of the bridge approaches to permit 
location of the main dam and power house below the bridge. With 
this done, only one iock and a guard gate will be required to pass ships 
from Montreal Harbour to Laprairie Basin above the dam. 

Dykes will be constructed on each side of Laprairie Basin to contain 
the headwaters and will extend some nine miles up-stream to just 
above the Lachine Rapids. Some considerable excavation and 
dredging will be required to provide a clear 27 ft. deep navigable 
channel on the south side of the river from the rapids at the head of 
Laprairie Basin to the entrance of Lake St. Louis. The channel 
through the rapids will have to be enlarged to ensure the formation 
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of a winter ice cover throughout this Section, and a guard lock will 
also be required at Caughnowaga 

Movable spans will be required in the Canadian Pacific Railway 
bridge and the Honore Ste. Mercier road bridge over the river 
at Caughnowaga. Compensating and control works will also be con- 
structed to permit partial control of the outflow and levels of Lake 
St. Louis 

As Montreal does not yet need the extra hydro-electric power avail- 
able in this Section, it 1s to be expected that the complete power house 
will not be built and equipped until some time after the navigation 
improvements have been carried out. Initially, therefore, only 
a temporary dam, costing about $3 million, will be required to close 
the actual power house section of the dam. Construction later of 
the full power house and tail-race, and the provision of machinery 
and equipment for 1,200,000 h.p. installed generator capacity, would 
cost about another §90 million. 


Soulanges and Lake St. Francis Sections 
(Diagram 4) 

Provision of 27 ft. navigation facilities through these Sections is 
already well advanced by virtue of the new Beauharnois Power 
Development, carried out by the Quebec Hydro-Electric Commission 
on the South Shore of Lake St. Louis, to which water is brought by a 
power canal from Lake St. Francis. This power canal has a 27 ft. 
deep navigational channel throughout, and has been designed to 
provide for future navigation ; it will become available for this 
purpose when a guard gate and two twin locks in flight have been 
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constructed in order to allow ships to pass from the canal to Lake 
St. Francis 

Replacement of certain fixed spans in two bridges over the canal 
by vertical lift bridges, and a railway and a road bridge over the lower 
entrance to the flight locks will also be required. 


Some additional dredging and excavation will be required to 
provide a clear 27 ft. channel through Lake St. Francis to the entrance 
of the power canal. Al! the above works are estimated to cost about 
$34 million. 


International Rapids Sections (Diagrams 5 & 6) 


The best plan for the improvement of this Section is called the 
Controlled Single Stage Project as recommended for joint construc- 
tion by the American and Canadian Committees in their 1941 Report. 
It involves the construction of a main lower dam at Long Sault, and a 
dam and power house at Barnhart Island of total installed capacity 
of 2,200,000 h.p. Also an upper water level control dam would be 
constructed at Iroquois Point. The power generated in this Section 
would be shared equally between Canada and the United States. 

The 1941 Agreement made provision for the navigation canal to be 
situated on the American side, and to have two locks at Grass River 
and Robinson Bay to overcome the 85 ft. difference in water levels 
caused by the construction of the above-mentioned dams. Located 
above the Robinson Bay Lock there would be a guard gate providing 
a clear width of 110 ft. and equipped with a pair of sector type gates, 
Another lock would be provided at Point Rockway to overcome the

difference of up to 5 ft. in the water levels at the Iroquois Point control 
dam. Due to the low lift here, it is proposed to adopt sector gates 
in lieu of the more conventional mitre gates, because the former can 
be operated against flowing water. The use of this type of gate would 
eliminate the necessity for a guard gate and a separate system of filling 
culverts and valves, since the lock could be filled and emptied through 
the gap, resulting from gradually opening the gates. ‘Two pairs of 
gates would be provided at each end of this lock. 


However, if, as now appears likely, Canada carries out this project 
on her own, the canal and locks will be located on the Canadian side 
of the river, as shown in Diagram 7. 


The water level control dam at Iroquois Point will be a buttressed, 
concrete gravity structure, having a maximum height of 118 ft. 
above foundation, and will have a spillway flanked by concrete gravity 
sections and earth wing dams. The dam itself will consist of 41 )gate 
openings, 50 ft. wide, extending down to a continuous concrete sill. 
The spill-way openings will be controlled by vertical lift gates, some of 
which will be operated by fixed individual hoists, and the rest by 
means of two travelling gantry cranes. 


The main lower dam, to be called the Long Sault Dam, will extend 
from the United States mainland to the head of Barnhart Island and, 
together with the Barnhart Island power house and flanking dykes, 
will complete the closure at this point. The dam itself will be a 
concrete gravity structure having a maximum height of 145 ft. above 
foundation. It will have 40 overflow spill-way openings flanked by 
concrete gravity bulkhead sections and earth wing dams and dykes. 
Each will be 50 ft. in width and will be controlled by vertical lift 
roller gates, eighteen of which will be operated by fixed individual 
hoists and the remainder by means of two travelling gantry cranes. 


The Barnhart Island power house sub-structure will be 3,500 ft. 
long and 183 ft. wide. It will be divided at the centre by the Inter- 
national Boundary and each half of the power house will contain one 
house unit and eighteen main generating units. Each half will have 
one 50 ft. and two 75 ft. wide ice sluices at the abutment ends. The 
turbine installation now proposed will consist of 36 generator units 
of the Francis type, rated at 61,100 h.p., each at best gate opening 
at 81 ft. head of water, in all providing a total installed capacity of 
2,200,000 h.p. 


The main flow of water at this point is 242,000 cu. ft. per second 
with maximum variations from 180,000 to 310,000 c.f.s. The average 
head of water available will ultimately be 84 ft., with maximum varia- 
tions from 75°5 ft. to 87-8 ft. Based on the flows and heads of water 
quoted above, the amount of power available, at 88 per cent. overall 
efficiency, will be 2 million h.p. for about 50 per cent. of the time, and 
about 1} million h.p. for 75 per cent. of the time. 


The power will be generated in this station at 13,000 volts and will 
be stepped up to 230,000 volts for transmission by a batch of trans- 
formers located over the tail-race deck. The main switch-yard will be 
situated on the mainland, but it has not yet been finally decided whether 
the transmission lines will run overhead or be placed in a cable 
tunnel under the river. 


The change in the water level which will be caused by the building 
of these two dams will flood about 10,000 acres of land on the Canadian 
side alone of the existing river. About one-third of the town of 


Morrisburg, and the whole of eight Canadian villages will be flooded 
and will have to be re-located. ‘Twenty churches, fifteen cemeteries, 
thirty-six miles of existing double track railway, and some twenty-six 
miles of main roadway, all at present situated below the new water 
level, will have to be re-located. 


Various subsidiary works will be required, such as ice cribs and 
booms above Galop Island to promote the formation of an ice cover 
above that point. Dykes, drainage ditches and various railway and 
highway access to the power houses and other miscellaneous structures 
will be required to complete the project in this Section. 


The total cost of the works in this Section has been estimated at 
$421 million. 


According to the 1941 Agreement between the United States and 
Canada, the cost of the works in this Section would have been divided 
in such a way that Canada would pay for the necessary rehabilitation 
work on the Canadian side of the boundary and also would pay for the 
machinery and equipment required for the development of her share 
of the power. 


If Canada constructs the seaway project alone, all costs, except those 
directly chargeable to navigation will be shared equally between the 
developers of the hydro-electric power. ‘The cost of the navigation 
works will be borne by the designated Canadian authority who would 
then levy and collect the whole of the tolls of the shipping using the 
canal and locks in this Section. 


Welland Ship Canal 


The work begun in 1913 on the Welland Ship Canal was not com- 
pleted until 1932, and some $132 million have already been spent by 
Canada in this Section. The 327 ft. lift from Lake Ontario to Lake 
Erie is now accomplished by 8 locks, 859 ft. long, 80 ft. wide, and 
30 ft. deep on the lock sills. 

All that remains to be done in this Section is a little further dredging 


in order to deepen certain parts of the Canal to a minimum of 27 ft. 
It has been estimated that this will cost about $1} million. 


Connecting Channels Between Great Lakes 
The natural outlet of Lakes Michigan and Huron is through the 


St. Clair River and the Detroit River into Lake Erie. The total fall 
averages 8 ft., and the navigation channels have been progressively 
deepened by the United States until all that now remains to be done 
consists of some dredging necessary to provide a clear 27 ft. depth 
throughout and the construction of some submerged sills in the 
St. Clair River in order to raise slightly the average levels of Lake 
Huron and of the St. Mary’s River below Sault Ste. Marie. 


The level of Lake Superior is fully controlled by a regulating dam 
at the head of the St. Mary’s Falls and the United States have recently 
expended some $15 million on construction of the new McArthur 
Lock, which conforms in all ways to the internationally agreed 
navigation standards. Some $31 million have also been expended on 
excavation and dredging of the channels. All that is now required is 
some further dredging to provide a clear 27 ft. depth throughout.

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Steel Construction Productivity 
Team’s Visit to the U.S. 


HE REPORT of the Steel Construction Productivity Team, which 
visited the United States under the auspices of the Anglo-American 


| Council on Productivity, was published on Monday. 


The Team's objective was to study American factory layouts, 
methods and techniques, working conditions and management in 
vogue in constructional steelwork of three categories :— 


Bridgework and Structural Steelwork—construction and 
erection of steel bridges, steel-framed buildings, etc. 


Steel Platework—construction and erection of oil storage tanks, 

pipe lines, heavy pressure vessels, etc. 

Mechanical Handling Plant—manufacture of industrial con- 

veying equipment of all kinds. 

The Team was made up of 14 members who were a cross-section 
of management, technical and workshop grades. They came from 
the following districts :—2 from London, 1 from Staffordshire, 1 from 
Sheffield, 2 from the North-west (Cheshire), 6 from Tees-side and 
Tyneside, 2 from the West of Scotland. 


Scope of the Team in the U.S. 

The Team was in the United States six weeks, from September to 
November of last year. While in that country it covered approxi- 
mately 3,000 miles, and visited New York, Philadelphia, Milwaukee, 
Chicago, Youngstown, Pittsburgh and Washington, and their sur- 
rounding districts. During the tour it visited twenty-two works, 
studied the erection of various buildings and bridges, had discussions 
with three trade associations and had discussions at a leading trade 
union headquarters. 

The Report seeks to describe objectively and concisely the main 
differences and similarities in methods and conditions as observed 
during the above visits. Each of the technical chapters is complete 
in itself and concludes with a summary of its points. 

Basically the shop layouts seen were similar to those in Britain, but 
they were more often laid out to facilitate the regular flow of materials 
and had many labour-saving arrangements to ensure quick handling. 
These arrangements included the extensive use of subsidiary lifting 
and moving devices, fork trucks and mobile tractors. 

Higher rates of output per man are achieved in the United States, 
the Report continues. An important contribution to this condition 
is the extensive use of wide-flanged beams. Though the original 
steel mill on which they are produced was of British invention, so far 
there has been relatively little production in this country. 

Another reason for greater productivity in America is the absence 
of trade demarcation and restrictive practices in the shops. As an 
example, the Report states that in the United States a fitter-up is 
permitted to carry out all the trades necessary fer assembly, including 
fitting, tack welding, burning, chipping, etc. The job is kept moving, 
thus avoiding waste time waiting for the next operation by some other 
craftsman. 


Mechanical Handling Plant 

Many of the makers of mechanical handling plant in America 
specialize in the production of particular types of components which 
they sell to other plant makers, who in turn concentrate on production 
of other parts. ‘The study of mechanical handling is included in the 
curricula of many American colleges and universities. 

Erection is speedier in the United States. There was evidence of 
high regard for safety for the workmen on large contracts, though 
some safety methods adopted in Britain are not carried out there. 

Contrary to British custom, there is no guaranteed week for men 


working on erection sites, nor payment during adverse weather. 


The Report includes a section on trade unions and labour relations. 

In its conclusions, the Team states that in the industries under 
review the breakdown of skills and operations common in mechanized 
industries cannot be used to any great extent, and efficient working 
must be gained by good layout, time-study and the economical and 
flexible use of labour. The implications appeared to be appreciated ; 
assemblers used welding and cutting tools and did small chipping and 
grinding operations necessary in the course of assembly ; there was 
not the rigid division, reserving for groups of craftsmen exclusive 
rights in the handling of tools, which has grown in the past few years 
in some British shops.

British Property Rights 
and Interests in Japan 


RITISH owners of property in Japan are informed that provision 

is made in the Treaty of Peace with Japan for the return to its 
owners of the property of each Allied Power and its nationals which 
was in Japan at any time between December 7, 1941, and September 2, 
1945. Where property has not yet been returned, or where the 
owner has not yet accepted the return of his property, application for 
its return must be made to the Japanese Government within nine 
months of the date of coming into force of the Treaty, that is before 
January 28, 1953. 

The Treaty also provides for compensation in respect of loss of or 
damage to Allied Powers’ property which was within Japan on 
December 7, 1941. To give effect to this provision of the Treaty, 
the Japanese Government have promulgated a special law, the Allied 
Powers Property Compensation Law. Under this law property owners 
must, if they have not already done so, make application, within nine 
months of the coming into force of the Treaty, for the return of their 
property, which would entail the acceptance of any damaged property 
which is returnable in its present state, if they wish to make a claim 
for compensation for loss or damage. Claims for compensation must 
be lodged with the Japanese Government within eighteen months of 
the coming into force of the Peace Treaty, i.e., before October 28, 1953. 

It has been arranged that applications for return of property and 
compensation claims are to be made to the Japanese Government 
through the Government of each Allied Power. Her Majesty’s 
Government are, therefore, making arrangements for the presentation 
of applications for return and of compensation claims of British 
subjects. 

Property which may be the subject of a claim includes movable 
and immovable property, bank balances or debts which have been 
paid into the Special Property Administration Account in the Bank 
of Japan, but does not include monetary credits or debts which jhave 
not been so paid. 

British subjects in the United Kingdom who have registered interests 
in Japan within the description above with the Administration of 
Enemy Property Department (formerly the Trading with the Enemy 
Department) will shortly receive advice on the matter from that 
Department. 

British subjects who have not registered such interests in Japan with 
the Department should apply at once for advice to the Controller 
General, Administration of Enemy Property Department, Lacon 
House, Theobald’s Road, London, W.C.1. 


Reporting of Property of Japanese Resident 


in Neutral Countries 
THE Japanese Treaty of Peace Order, 1952 (S.I. 1952 No. 862)* 
provides for the collection and realization of Japanese property in 
accordance with Article 14 of the Treaty of Peace with Japan, which 
gives to the United Kingdom the right to seize Japanese property, 
rights and interests (with certain exceptions) within its jurisdiction. 

The Board of Trade have released from the provisions of the Order 
the property, rights and interests in the United Kingdom of individuals 
of Japanese nationality who from the beginning of the war with Japan 
up till the date of the coming into force of the Peace Treaty (that is 
between December 7, 1941, and April 28, 1952) were continuously 
resident in territory which has at no time been enemy territory, other 
than property, rights or interests which have at any time been subject 
to an Order made by the Board of Trade under Section 7 of the Trading 
with the Enemy Act, 1939. 

This action is given effect by a Direction to Release made by the 
Board of Trade on June 28, 1952. 

Norte.—The property, rights and interests which are covered by the 
definition of “‘ Japanese property” in the Peace Treaty differ in some 
respects from the property which was subject to the war-time Trading with 
the Enemy legislation, which defined “ enemy ” by residence. The property, 
rights and interests which are the subject of this Direction to Release have 
never been under Board of Trade or Custodian control, and the Release 
relieves banks and others who are holding or managing such property from 
the necessity of reporting it to the Administrator of Japanese Property. 
In certain exceptional cases property of Japanese nationals resident outside 
enemy territory was vested in or paid to a Custodian of Enemy Property, 
and in these cases the property is not released under this Direction.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of answers to questions of interest to industry asked in Parliament. 


THURSDAY JULY 3 

Coronation Visitors 

Asked about arrangements for visitors for the Coronation, the 
President of the Board of ‘Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, replied 
that he had informed the Chairman of the British Travel and Holidays 
Association that the Grovermment looked to the Association to take 
the lead m co-ordinating the various problems which would arise in 
connection with the accommodation and entertainment of overseas 
visitors to the Coronation. ‘The Association would, of course, work 
in close co-operation with existing organizations ; and he was confident 
that the hotel industry and private houscholders would play their full 
part in ensuring that visitors from the Commonwealth and elsewhere 
overseas were warmly welcomed and were suitably accommodated 
and entertained 


Quality of Textiles 

Questioned as to the action he proposed to take following the 
report, a copy of which had been sent to him, by the Trade Mission 
of the Manche ter Chamber of Commerce that recently toured South 
Africa, concerning consistent criticisms they had met of the serious 
deterioration in British textiles im the last few years, with specific 
complaint about poor yarns, bad weaving, indifferent printing, uneven 
dyeing and bleaching, the President said action in this field was 
primarily for the Textile Industries. He was confident that all 
concerned in the textile industries would give the most earnest 
consideration to the Report of the Mission and do their utmost to 
safeguard the traditional reputation of their products in South Africa, 
and indeed all other markets. He was also confident that to-day 
Lancashire could produce, and was exporting, textiles of the highest 
quality 


Earnings of British Films 

It was stated that, for 1950, the first year for which figures were 
available, the net amount payable to British producers out of the 
earnings of British films in overseas markets was about £2} million. 
Figures for 1951 were not yet available 


British Films in the U.S. 

The President said that, excluding British films made in this 
country by the United Kingdom subsidiaries of American film 
companies, ten British films had had major circuit bookings in the 
United States in the last three years, two in 1949, two in 1950 and 
six in 1951 


Value of Imports 

If the average value of umports had msen by the same proportion 
as that of exports compared with 1938, the President said, the value 
of imports in 1951 would have been about £2,800 million c.if. 
instead of £3,914 million, and the adverse trade balance of £1,208 
million would have been less than £100 million 


Cotton Buying 

In reply to questions about cotton supplies, the President said that 
162 cotton spinning firms representing 210 mills and about 23 million 
spindles, or 68 per cent., had notified their intention to continue to 
obtain the whole of their supplies from the Raw Cotton Commission ; 
47 firms representing 60 mills and about 5 million spindles, or 15 per 
cent., had notified their intention to import the whole of their require- 
ments privately, and 15 firms representing 55 mills and about 6 million 
spindles, or 17 per cent., had notified their intention to obtain part 
of their supphes from the Raw Cotton Commission and part privately. 
Nine firms representing 9 mills had not vet replied. Some firms were 
included in more than one of th categories 

From these figures on the basis of past consump- 
tion, that about 29 per cent. of cotton imports would be on private 
account

arrangements for consignment cotton, was being worked out by the 
Cotton Import Advisory Panel and would be announced as soon as 
possible.

‘Hire-Purchase Furniture 
| ‘The President was asked whether he was aware of the custom of 


many families living in rooms to purchase their furniture on the hire- 
payment system and to leave the furniture in the store until the last 
payment had been made because they had insufficient space in their 
rooms ; that i certain cases persons who had paid substantial sums 
of money had lost claim to their furniture due to the liquidation of the 
firm concerned ; and whether he would introduce legislation to deal 
with such cases. ‘The President replied that when the customer had 
not previously taken delivery of furniture which he was buying on 
hire-purchase or credit-sale terms, the liquidator would arrange for 
delivery if the furniture in question could be identified. If it could 
not, the custorner was a creditor and ranked for dividend with other 
unsecured creditors. He saw no ground for introducing legislation. 


German Bonds 


Asked what was the basis on which claims arising out of the German 
bonds referred to in the Distribution of German Enemy Property 
Act would be calculated, the President said the amount for which 
eligible claims arising out of any of these bonds would rank for 
dividend would be ascertained by multiplying the capital outstanding 
on September 3, 1939, by the figure specified against that bond in 
the second column of the Schedule to the Distribution of German 
Enemy Property (No. 2) Order, 1951. This method of calculation 
followed the recommendation of the Advisory Committee. 


Horticultural Tariffs 

The President said the examination of the application by the 
National Farmers’ Union for increased horticultural tariffs was 
making good progress, but he was not in a position to say when it 
would be completed. He could not predict what decisions would 
be taken as a result of the examination, but he would naturally con- 
sider, at the appropriate time, what action was necessary to implement 
any decisions which might be taken. 

Imports of Carpets 

Asked whether he would state the extent and value of the quota 
for imports of Yugoslavian carpets into the United Kingdom for the 
year 1952 as a result of recent trade discussions ; and what reciprocal 
benefits had been obtained for United Kingdom carpet or other 
manufacturers, the President replied that under the 5-year Trade 
Agreement with Yugoslavia we had established an import quota of 
£50,000 for Yugoslav carpets for the current year. There was no 
specific quota for United Kingdom carpets, but despite their financial 
difficulties the Yugoslavs had established quotas of about £} million 
for the import of United Kingdom textiles and other consumer 
goods for which no provision was made last year. Answering further 
questions the President pointed out that the imports of carpets from 
Yugoslavia for the first four months of this year amounted only to 
£141. In practice, therefore, they were hardly very serious. 

Exports of Sugar 

The President was asked what was the total tonnage of 
sugar exported during the past 12 months and at what average 
cost, per ton, from Britain and the Colonies to countries 
in Western Europe who, in the same period, imported fondant 
into Great Britain ; what was the total tonnage of such fondant 
imported into this country ; and at what average price, per ton. 

He replied that imports of fondant had been separately recorded in 
the trade returns only since January 1 this year. In the five months 
January to May 1952, imports into the United Kingdom of fondant 
from Sweden, Norway, Denmark, Netherlands, Belgium and France, 
totalled 18,405 tons at an average c.i.f. value of £83 a ton. United 
Kingdom exports of refined sugar to these countries in January to 
May 1952 were 1,610 tons at an average f.o.b. value of £53 aton. No 
sugar Was exported from the Colonies to Western Europe. 

He added that the sugar so exported was bought for dollars, refined 
in this country, and sold for hard currency at a profit. ‘To stop these 
exports, therefore, would mean either the loss of a valuable processing 
trade which was a net earner of hard currency or an addition to our 
dollar import bill. 


Imports of Blackcurrants 
Asked what was the total quantity and value of blackcurrants, fresh, 


frozen and pulped, to be imported into the United Kingdom during 
1952, the President replied that imports of blackcurrants from Western 
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Europe and certain other foreign countries were subject to the restric- 
tions which were imposed last November for balance of payments 
reasons. ‘There were, however, no separate quotas for blackcurrants, 
whether fresh, frozen, or pulped ; in each case they were included 
in quotas covering a variety of other fruits and he could not estimate 
what imports of blackcurrants alone would be made this year. The 
current quotas represented an appreciable reduction on previous 
imports of the goods covered by them. Imports of fresh, frozen and 
pulped currants from the Sterling Area may be made under Open 
General Licence. 


Membership of the Films Council and Prosecutions 


The President was asked how many members of the Films Council 
were connected with cinemas which failed to fulfil the quota in the 
year 1951 ; and to what extent he took such connections into account 
in considering the council's recommendations about prosecutions ; 
and also whether he would remove from the Films Council all those 
persons concerned with the ownership or management of cinemas 
which have become liable, through persistent defaults, to prosecution 
under the Films Quota Act, 1948. 

In reply the President said that six members of the Cinematograph 
Films Council were directors of exhibiting companies which, at some 
of the theatres owned by them, did not exhibit in the 1950-51 quota 
year the prescribed number of British films. He did not think that 
this fact either made necessary any changes in the Films Council 
as set up by the Cinematograph Films Act of 1938 as amended by the 
previous Government in 1948, or that it cast any doubt on the fair 
and reasonable nature of the advice which the Council had given him 
in the cases so far examined. 

The Act provided that if any member of the Council was convicted 
of an offence under the Act, he should forthwith cease to be a member 
of the Council. The House should, however, be aware of the wide 
defences available to any person charged under the Act. The fact 
that the exhibiting company did not fulfil the prescribed quota did 
not in itself constitute an offence if it could show that its failure was 
due to circumstances beyond the company’s control. Section 13 of 
the Act provided that failure to fulfil the quota could be deemed to 
be due to circumstances beyond the control of the exhibitor if, ‘* owing 
to the character of the films available or to the excessive cost of such 
films, it was not commercially practicable to fulfil that requirement.” 
And if an offence had been committed by a company, a director could 
be prosecuted only if there was evidence to show that he personally 
aided or abetted the default or that it was attributable to his neglect. 

The procedure of the Council was under the Act a matter for the 
Council itself to regulate. But it was already part of that procedure 
that members of the Defaults Committee should withdraw from the 
meeting during consideration of cases in which they had any personal 
interest, and that they should take no part in the subsequent dis- 
cussion of these cases when they came before a full meeting of the 
Films Council. He had, in addition, suggested to the Chairman that 
they might also withdraw on these occasions. 

Answering further questions the President said under the Cine- 
matograph Films Act of 1938, as amended, he was bound to consult 
the Films Council before taking action on certain particular provisions 
of the Act, including the application which an exhibitor may make 
that his default was due to circumstances beyond his control. He 
considered the Council’s advice very carefully and he had found it 
extremely valuable, but it was entirely for him to decide whether or 
not a prosecution should be instituted. 

He did not think it advisable to dissent from the practice generally 
followed ever since the establishment of the Films Council and treat 
their advice as other than confidential. But he could say that in a 
substantial number of cases which were being examined at the moment, 
he had given instructions for prosecutions to be instituted as soon as 
possible. He had been consulting the Law Officers of the Crown 
about these prosecutions. 


Cutting Tools to China 


It was stated that no licences for the export to China of engineers’ 
cutting and forming tools (a description which covers all small tools 
of strategic importance) had been granted since October 1951. 


Trade with Turkey 
During the first five months of 1952 imports into the United 
Kingdom from Turkey were £4,074,000 (c.i.f.), the President said, 
and exports, including re-exports, were £17,491,000 (f.o.b.). The

Dutch Tomatoes 


Asked what was the tonnage of Dutch tomatoes which he extieneaed) 
to be prevented from entering the United Kingdom by reason of thé 
Dutch Government's undertaking to restrict the validity of its export: 
licences to 24 hours, the President replied that he could not giver 
any quantitative assessment of the effect of this particular measure;’ 
which was one of several recently taken in the Netherlands to control 
exports of tomatoes to the United Kingdom. ‘ 

According to the Ministry of Food, the President said, the quantity. 
of Dutch tomatoes of all kinds imported to the United Kingdém 
between June 16 and June 30, 1952, was about 2,900 tons. 


Orders for Tents and Blankets 


The President was asked what contracts for textiles had been placed! 
in this country on behalf of the United Nations Relief Organization 
for Arab refugees. 

He replied that his Department had recently been in touch withy 
representatives of the Agency about their textile requirements. He. 
was informed that the only textiles which they were buying in any 
quantity were tents and blankets. He understood that orders for 
some 3,300 tents had just been placed in this country on the Agency's: 
behalf. The Agency recently invited tenders for 150,000 blankets 
and the Board of Trade, in collaboration with the Agency’s purchasing: 
agents in this country, notified firms and trade associations likely = 
be interested. 


Horses from Ireland 


The President was asked if he would arrange for the trade returns’ 
to distinguish between the number of horses imported from Ireland 
for food and for other purposes. 

He replied, “ No, Sir.” The volume of imports of horses for food 
was insufficient to justify raising a separate statistical heading for 
that class. 


Turkish Tobacco 


Asked why tobacco imports from Turkey fell from 5,800,000 kilos 
in 1950 to 1,400,000 kilos in 1951, the President said it was probably 
because manufacturers and merchante considered that they alread 
held large enough stocks. They could import as much Turkish 
tobacco as they liked, since import licences were freely granted. 


U.S.S.R. Timber and Grain 


The President was asked what negotiations were being held with 
the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics for the supply of timber and 
grain; and whether he would make a statement. 

He replied that in the case of timber, other than plywood, imports’ 
had now reverted to private trade and he could not say, therefore,’ 
what negotiations might be in progress with the Russians. In the 
case of plywood, the Ministry of Materials had contracted for supplies’ 
for the current year. As to coarse grain, the Ministry of Food were 
in constant touch with the Russians, as they were with other supplierts 


Hire Purchase Agreements 


The President was asked if he was aware that while the exist 
hire purchase order remained in force an article acquired by the meth ee 
of rental agreement could never become the property of the purchaser ; 
and if he would bear this in mind when considering future action 
regarding rental agreement. 

He replied that if the agreement was one of hire, the article did 
not become the property of the hirer. ‘The Hire-Purchase and Credit 
Sale Agreements (Control) Order dealt, however, with hire purchase 
agreements under which the property would or might pass to the hirer. 
In present circumstances, he did not intend to amend this Order so 
as to make it apply to hire agreements. 


International Cotton Agreement 


The Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. H. R. Mackeson, as repre 
senting the Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster, was the 
result of the recent meeting in Rome of the International Cotton 
Advisory Committee in respect of achieving an international cotton 


agreement. 
Mr. Mackeson replied that a general discussion of an international 
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artton agreement took place at the meeting referred to, but preparatory 
work had not proceeded far ug h for ermments to 
form even # provisional view on whether a cotton agreement would be 
advantageous or not. ‘The subject was very complicated technically 
and closely affected the interests of a great number of countries. It 
was, therefore, unanimously agreed in Rome that the Standing 
Committee of the International Cotton Advisory Committee should 
study the matter further wm the light of numerous points raised by 
and with a view to submitting if 
ouncrete proposals at a later stage. H.M. Government fully concurred 
in thus decemon 


Jute and Jute Products 

Asked whether he would make a staternent upon revision of export 
duties on jute and jute products by the Governments of India and 
Pakistan ; and what effect this would have on supply and prices of 
gute and jute products, by his department to industries in the United 
Kingdom, notably the carpet industry, the Secretary for Overseas 
‘Teade, as representing the Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster, 
replied that the Indian export duty on hessian (including carpet yarn), 
which was increased in the autumn of 1950 from £26 5s. Od. to 
£112 10s. Od. per ton, was reduced to £56 5s. Od. per ton on February 
48 of this year and to £20 12s. 6d. per ton from May 7. There were 
alse reductions in Pakistan prices for raw jute. In accordance with 
the policy of sclling its purchases at replacement costs the Jute 
Control's selling prices of the main grades of jute were accordingly 
reduced by £50 per ton from April 2, and by a further £40 from 
june 4. Corresponding reductions were made in the Control's 
welling price of imported cloth and bags, and in the prices of home- 
produced cloth and yarn, including carpet yarn. 

On July 1 the Pakistan export duty on raw jute which was increased 
from £12 to £21 per ton last November, was reduced to £9 per ton. 
‘The minimum price in Pakistan was also reduced. A reduction in 
the Jute Control's selling prices would be made as soon as possible 
after the effect of the Pakistan reductions could be seen.

Waste Paper Collection 


The Secretary for Overseas ‘Trade, as representing the Chancellor 
of the Duchy of Lancaster, was asked whether he was aware that a 
number of county councils in Scotland, having organized the collec- 
tion of waste paper on efficient lines, still found themselves unable to 
dispose of it ; and if he would make arrangements to store this paper 
centrally until it could be absorbed by the mills. 

Mr. Mackeson said he was aware of these difficulties. The trade 
had gone carefully into this question of storage in consultation with 
the Ministry of Materials and representatives of local authorities, but 
he regretted to say that the cost, including transport, handling in and 
out of store, and insurance against fire had been found to be

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BRITISH STANDARDS 
Bituminous- Base Filling Compounds for Electrical Purposes 

B.S. 1858:1952 supersedes B.S. 688 and B.S. 803, which are now 
withdrawn and applies to bituminous compounds which may be 
subjected to electrical stresses in service, either in electrical apparatus 
or in cable boxes. It does not, however, cover oils and oil-resisting 
compounds. The compounds dealt with are classified according to 
their softening points ; electrical and physical properties are specified 
and full details are given of the tests required to determine these 
properties. These tests are based as far as possible upon those 
described in the “ Standard Methods of Testing Petroleum and its 
Products,” as issued by the Institute of Petroleum. 

The two earlier standards were prepared at different times to cover 
respectively, bituminous compounds for electrical apparatus and those 
for cable boxes up to 11,000 volts. The main differences between 
them and the new standard are that the minimum permissible values 
of penetration have been reduced, the tolerance in the softening points 
has been slightly increased, while the acidity test is now optional and 
the test for resistance to moisture has been omitted. Price 6s. 


Solid Drawn Copper- Silicon Tubes for General Purposes 

B.S. 1866:1952 gives the chemical composition and mechanical 
properties and includes details of making the mechanical tests and a 
mercurous nitrate test. Tolerances on width, length and thickness 
are tabulated.

Milk Piping and Milk Pipe Fittings 

For some years many sections of the dairy industry have felt the 
need for the standardization of milk pipes and milk pipe fittings. The 
Society of Dairy Technology, therefore, requested the British Stand- 
ards Institution to prepare such a standard. After full consideration 
of the alternatives the compressible ring joint design has been adopted. 
The dimensional standards permit the use of both stainles steel and 
tinned copper in the same installation, but it has not been possible to 
arrange permissible tolerances to ensure that a tinned gun-metal fitting 
will fit any sample of stainless steel pipe without slight enlargement 
of the recess bore.

Methods for the Chemical Analysis of Butter 

B.S. 769:1952 was first issued in 1938 and has now been brought 
up to date by specifying improved methods for the determination of 
curd and salt, titratable acidity, iron and copper. 

It also includes revised methods for the determination of the 
constants of butter fat, viz., volatile acids, iodine value, saponification 
value and refractive index. ‘These methods have been approved by 
the British Standards Institution through its British National Com- 
mittee on soaps and fats of the International Commission for the 
study of fats.

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Uruguay’s Traditional Market for U.K. Exporters 
Should Not Be Neglected 


This article has been written for the Board of Trade Journal by the Commercial Secretariat at the British Embassy,

LTHOUGH immediate prospects for United Kingdom exports 
to Uruguay are not encouraging, this well-established market 
should not be neglected. Preparations in anticipation of better 
times are advised, since competition is expected to severe. For 
the present, imports are restricted because of an adverse balance of 
sterling payments to Uruguay in 1951 and, in any event, market 
is relatively well stocked as a result of heavy imports in 1950-51. 
With an economy founded mainly on exports of pastoral and 
agricultural products, Uruguay is very susceptible to world price 
movements. The collapse of wool prices, the main foreign exchange 
earner, has caused a serious economic crisis, leading to restrictions on 
imports from all countries. This followed a pertod of exceptional 
prosperity in 1950-51, which has had a boomerang effect. The 
artificially high export earnings after the outbreak of the Korean war 
were inflationary on the economy. This caused the costs of produc- 
tion to rise, so that Uruguayan products are above world prices. The 
heavy increase in imports, continuing after wool prices and exports 
fell, brought about a rapid depletion of foreign exchange reserves, and 
led to an actual trade deficit by the end of 1951. 


Pattern of Anglo- Uruguayan Trade 


Uruguay and the United Kingdom have long been traditional and 
friendly trading partners, with the United Kingdom buying Uruguayan 
meat, hides and vegetable oils, and exporting coal (in the past), 
machinery, vehicles, textiles, and a most diversified range of other 
goods. Although the population is only about three million, Uruguay 
has a relatively high per capita consumption, and has been a good 
market for Briti many lines there is a preference for 
British goods, and it is most desirable to maintain this. The pattern 
of trade is, however slowly changing as Uruguay through the estab- 
lishment of strongly protected local industries seeks more self- 
sufficiency and exchades similar foreign products. With growing 
foreign competition, United Kingdom exporters need more efficient 
and efiective selling methods in order to keep their place in the 
Uruguayan market, in which in 1951 they occupied second place 
(after the United States) supplying goods to the value of £10, 618 829. 


Import Policy 


‘The import licensing system causes some difficulties. ‘The avail- 
ability of the various foreign currencies and the essentiality of the 
article are the main considerations governing the issue of quotas. 
Imports are in three categories: the First Category comprising such 
essentials as fuels, industrial raw materials, machinery and transport 
requirements; the Third Category luxuries and goods similar to those 
manufactured in Uruguay and the Second Category all other goods. 
With the First Category licences are normally granted fairly freely, 
but for Third and Second Category quotas are likely to be issued 
sparingly for some time to come. 

There was a shortage of sterling early in 1951 and United Kingdom 
imports, especially of Second and Third Category consumer goods, 
suffered. From the outbreak of the Korean war a deliberate policy 
of liberalization of imports, particularly essentials, was followed, 
through the Sworn Declaration system, which dispensed with the prior 
permit requirement. This led to heavy imports but also, along with 
the falling-off of wool exports, to the —— as of 
dollar and other seserves, mecessitating suspension of Sw 
Declarations on December 4, 1951. On 12, 1951, 
Declarations were again allowed but for ae in sterling only, thus 
putting the United Kingdom in a prefi

Competition in the Uruguayan Market 


The market at present in Uruguay is well stocked in most goods 
owing to heavy imports during the past two years. With all goods 
now requiring permits non-essential imports will probably be re- 
stricted for a considerable period. Not only the United Kingdom 
but also the United States, Germany, France, Italy, Belgium and other 
suppliers are affected by this situation. The United States normally 
buy most of Uruguay's wool, but it appears unlikely that they will 
buy much this year. Germany has oversold, and is not in a strong 
position to sell more without buying eye produce. Provided 
that a satisfactory meat contract can be arranged, and provided a 
reasonable quantity of other produce can be bought by the United 

Kingdom, it seems probable that sterling may be more freely avail- 
pe er imports than other currencies between now and the 

The difficulty for the United Kingdom will be supplying the goods 
Uruguay requires, mainly First Category goods, owing to shortages 
at hame. On this score Germany and other countries can offer keen 
competition. Apart from difficultses arising from the United Kingdom 
supply position, British exporters must make vigorous efforts if they 
are to maintain and increase their share of the Uruguayan market. 
Common failings are insufficient study of local needs and tastes, 
sometimes coupled with a certain self-righteous assumption that 
British goods are best ; not enough effort to present trade literature 
in Spanish; failure to specify prices (ex-works, f.o.b. or c.i.f.) clearly; 
weights and measurements expressed in such a ot that they are 
unintelligible to users of the metric system ; poor agency arrange- 
ments (more personal visits are needed to check these) and, finally, 
failure to keep promises regarding delivery dates. The practice of 
quoting prices ruling at time of delivery, while quite understandable 
from the point of view of United Kingdom firms, is, equally under- 
standably, not at all popular with Uruguayan importers and it is to 
be hoped that the practice will not outlive the necessity for it. It 
must also be noted that the success of Germany and other countries 
in developing exports to Uruguay has been achieved by prompter 
deliveries, and, particularly in the case of large public contracts, 
extended credit terms. 


Market Prospects 


The best prospects for United Kingdom exporters at present are 
in industrial raw materials (semi-finished iron and steel, non-ferrous 
metals, chemicals), construction and industrial and agri- 
cultural machinery. 


Machinery 

Apart from vehicles, this group has the major item in 
British exports in recent years. Slow deliveries from the United

Foreign Exchange Control in 
Pakistan 


TELEGRAM has been received from the United Kingdom Trade 

‘commissioner in Karachi giving the text of a Foreign Exchange 

Control circular, dated July 1, 1952, issued by the State Bank of 
Pakistan, which reads as follows :— 

“ Except with the sanction of the State Bank and until further orders, 
authorized dealers are directed not to release foreign exchange for imports 
into Pakistan unless drafts forming part of documents of such imports have 
been negotiated in the country of export under a letter of credit opened for 
the importer. These orders will not apply to (a) imports of machinery, 
chemicals and medicines, and (b) goods exported for Pakistan within seven 
days from the date of these instructions in the case of imports from countries 
other than India and within two days from the date of these orders in the 
case of imports from India.” 

The effect of these orders is that, except with the sanction of the 
State Bank of Pakistan, no authorized dealer will release foreign 
exchange for imports unless a letter of credit has been established, 
which will not be done unless a margin of 75 per cent. in the case of 
goods on Open General Licence and 50 per cent. in the case of 
licensable goods is deposited with an authorized dealer. These 
requirements will not apply to machinery, chemicals and medicines. 

These orders will also prohibit sales on consignment or on C.A.D., 
D/P, D/A, or any other credit terms without the special sanction of 
the State Bank. 


A subsidiary directive to all banks prevents them making advances 
against imported goods except against margins of at least 50 per cent. 
of their value. 

A subsequent notice excludes oil, as well as machinery, chemicals 
and medicines from the effects of the above order. 


Western Germany and 
Czechoslovakia 


THE TRADE Agreement between Western Germany and Czecho- 

slovakia of December 3, 1948, as revised on October 21, 1949, has 
been further extended as a result of the discussions of a Mixed 
Commission which met at Unkel on the Rhine from February 4 to 
April 29, 1952. 

It was agreed that, from January 1 until December 31, 1952, 
German deliveries of goods to Czechoslovakia would be valued at 
$17 million and would include engineering and iron and steel products, 
vehicles, chemicals, etc. In the same period Czechoslovakia would 
deliver to Germany goods valued at $30 million, including food and 
agricultural products, wood and wood products, etc.

HE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in New Delhi has 
forwarded copies of the Government of India publication which 
mtains details of India's import licensing policy for the period 
July-December 1952. ‘The general pattern of the policy is the same 
as for the January-June 1952 period.

The schemes for the licensing of Capital Goods, Heavy Electrical

A MEXICAN Ministry of Finance Circular dated June 6, and 
published in the Diario Oficial of June 20, 1952, provides that when 
it is desired that iron or steel shafting bars should qualify for classifi- 
cation 8.65.12, namely, “ Iron or steel shafts, finished, for machinery,” 
which carries a duty of 0-01 pesos, plus 5 per cent. ad valorem per 
gross kilo, a properly greased and packed sample must invariably be 
submitted to the Customs for specialized examination.

It is my pleasant duty once again to refer to our employees, both at 
home and abroad and to express to them our sincere appreciation for 
their untiring co-operation, loyal service and praiseworthy work 
during the past year.
